ELOQUENT PREACHERS. 
[From Percy’s Anedotes, 
BISHOP OF CLOYNE, 


_ When Dr. Bennet, the Bishop of Cloyne 
Orst entered on a curacy near Cambridge. 
the town was overrun with methodists, — 
His discernment readily pointed out the 
cause of the emptiness of the church 
whilst the neighbouring barn teemed with 
hearers; it arose from the custom of read- 
ing the sermon, when the eyes of the 
preacher being immoveably fixed on the book 
and hts voice almost lost in the pulpit there 
is nothing to distingwish him from a statue 
save the droning whine, or the mumbling lip.
